August 8, at hie vdfe^s insistence, he drove them from Tucson to 
Hermosillo, Mexico, Haines declared that upon their arrival at 
HormosiUo, they stopped at the Anza or the D*Anza Hotel in HermosiUo 
for dinner, and when they returned to the Haines* automobile after 
dinner, Sarant had a bellboy from the hotel remove the luggage &nd 
take it into the hotel. Haines and his wife then returned to Tucson 
and did not see Sarant or Dayton register at the hotel.

Haines was xinable to furnish the details of the 
itinerary of Daytcn and Sarant before they arrived at his home in 
Tucson and stated that during the two nights they were guests in 
his home, Dayton and Sarant occupied separate bedrooms. He declared 
that both Dayton and Sarant secured documents to enter (lexico at 
the Mexican Consulate in IXiceon, that these travel documents were 
valid for a period of six months, and that Carol Dayton *s papers were 
obtained in her true name although he did not Jcnow in what name Sarant »8 
documents were issued. It was also learned from Mr. Haines that before 
leaving Tucson, Sarant transferred the title of his 1936 Dodge sedan 
"to Warren Haines, son of Donald Haines. 

Mr. Haines also declared he gained the impression that 
Sarant was in some sort of trouble and was leaving the United States 
to avoid testifying as a witness against a friend of his who was in 
trouble, the exact nature of vdilch was not known to Haines. It would 
appear from the investigation conducted in this and related phases 
of the operations of the Rosenberg network that the "friend in trouble" 
is undoubtedly Identical with Julius Rosenberg, whom Sarant has admitted 
knowing and who, according to Sarant, once "propositioned him" to engage 
in espionage. Mr. Haines stated that Carol Dayton planned to return 
to Boston, Massachusetts from Mexico City by air on September 1, 1950. 

Ae you will have noted from a review of the report of Special 
Agent Maxson mentioned above, Sarant has conslstentlv* denied participation 
in espionage activities. He has, however, admitted numerous conversations 
with Julius Rosenberg, and he has also admitted that he was formerly a

J • £ r'OV 21 1960 Miss JULIA GODSEY, 4906 Ravenna Avenue, Kadisonville, 
Cincinnati, Ohio, who is employed as a mimeograph and photostat machine 
operator at the Central Trust Company, Union Central Building, Fourth 
_and Vine Streets, Cincinnati, Ohio, advised that she met the subject 
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through a girl vdth whom she went to school at Whitworth College, 
Brookhaven, Mississippi, in 1940 and 1941. l<iss GODSEY stated 
that the name of this girl was NORi'iii Hi'UWd'I, whose married name 
and present address is unknown to her, GODSEY stated that some- 
time iii 1944, she quit her job at the United States Printing and 
Lithograph Company, Norwood ^ Ohio, when NORMA HANNON sent her 
money for transportation and suggested that she come to New York 
to study music and try to get a job there.

other places of interest around New York, She stated that they usuailly 
had their meals in restaurants around Greenwich Village, the names of 
which were unknown to her ••rnd ttet in the evenings they visited the 
Cafe Society Downtown, The Village Barn, Jack Delaney’s, and other 
places around Greenwich Village, names of v/hich v/erc unknovfli to her* 

Sho statfid that she recalled that on one occasion, she attended with 
a mixed party in a penthouse somewhere in Manhattan, She was 
unable to advise the name of the person having the party or the 
location of the penthouse.

GODSEY stated that it was her impression that H,dIN0N 
and S.lRAi'JT had been good friends for a long tine and sho stated that 
after she returned to Cincinnati, it became a,pparcnt to her that ^ . 

HA'^ON and S/^RANT had a mutual interest in subversive activities. 

Miss GCDSEY stated tiuit sho based this belief on the fact that while 
she was in New York, she attended several meetings with H/'iMNON and 
B.<Jlai^T and it was her impression that these meetings were sponsored 
by some subversive organization or by the Communist Party. She 
related that the topics discussed at those meetings v/crc not appealing
